On Monday November S ,h , 2010, at approximatety 1530 hours, members of the Metropolitan Pohce 
Deoartmerifs (MPD) Third District received a call for the report of a man down inside of the establishment 
known as the "Izalco" restaurant located at 1228 1 1* Street, NW, in Washington, DC. The 91 1 caller told the 
dispatcher that the man was laying in a pool of blood, was stiff to the touch, and appeared to have beenshot or 
stabbed DC Fire Department Medicai Personnel responded and foimd no signs of life m the v.ctim. The victim 
was left on the scene as the scene was processed, and a homicide investigation was mitiated. 

The victim was identified by family members on the scene as Mtguel Ventura. After the scene was processed a 
member of the Office of the Chief Medicai Examiner for the District of Columbia transported his remains to thar 
office and an autopsy was performed by Dr. Pestaner on November 9 th , 2010. During said autopsy , Dr. Pestaner 
ruled that the cause of death was multiple bhint and sharp force injuries of the head and body, and the manner of 
death was ruled homicide. 

On Monday November 8 th , 2010, your affiant spoke with the defendant, who carne to the police of his own 
volition The mterview was conductedby your affiant and Det. Elba Longo, who provided translation to 
Spanish The defendant stated that in the late hours of November 7*, 2010, hefore the establishment was closed 
for normal business, he and a subject known to him as Jose Reyes were with the decedent inside of the restaurant 
with severa! other patrons. The defendant stated that he and Jose Reyes left the establishment and went to a 
Chinese carry-out in the area, then carne back to the restaurant after normal business hours. At that point, it was 
iust the defendant, Jose Reyes, and the decedent in the bar area. The defendant stated that he was having a beer 
at the bar and the decedent and Jose Reyes were out of his sight near the kitchen area. After a short amount oi 
time the decedent carne runmng toward the defendant stating, "He stabbed me!" The defendant tiien observed 
Jose Reyes repeatedly stabbing the decedent about the head and body. The decedent was asking foi ■ he p from 
the defendant but Reyes held the knife to the defendant' s body and told him not to help, or he would kill mm as

Aftítíie assault was over, Reyes went into the decedenfs pockets and removed money and the decedent 

t A^bg to the defendam, Reyes told him to take some money, and threatened tha t if _he did not take 
mfmoney he would kill him. Reyes then ransacked the establishment' s office and told the defendant to attempt 
to open the safe in the office, which the defendant did, but the safe would not open. 

The defendant indicated during the interview that Reyes had injured bis hand during the attack, and that he was 
KSSE™ a wound to his hand while he was checking the front door of the ^J*^^ 
o^t Dunng the processing of the scene, several drops of suspected blood were observed and processed m the 
dLgTom arca of the establishment These drops of suspected blood were away from the area of the : attack, 
tdS"ont door. It was also observed by investigators that the employee's bathroom appeared to have 
Tel u7eÍ by someone to clean a wound, because there were bloody residue water remnants m the smk. 

After that the defendant described Reyes wrapping the knife in a blue shirt taken from * e ^^ 
fhoes and went out of the back door of the establishment telling the defendant to come with him. The defendant 
dSmeTte to observed Reyes go into the decedenfs vehicle, which was parked m the rear alley and rummage 
tough ^omcnts of the interioV Per the defendant, Reyes then left tbe keys to the vehicle on of 
mTvehicTe which were later recovered by MPDC Crime Scene Technicians when the vehicle was searched 
nursutt to a DC Superior Court Search Warrant. The defendant said he then proceeded with Reyes to the Mt 
CoTMetro Station, located at 7* and M Street NW. On the way, the defendant said ftat Reyes - disposed of 
Sfethat was wrapped in the decedenfs shirt in a municipal trash can along the route, and dispose of his 
fhoeTin ttash cl located at the Metro Station. Reyes then told the defendant to come with him to his residence, 
and they took the Metro to the last stop, and called for a ride to Reyes' residence once there. 

According to the defendant, while at Reyes' residence, he observed Reyes going through the contente of lhe 
de^*s waUet, described as a brown tri-fold leather wallet. The defendant said that he ^served Reye 
dínoTng of somi things m a trash can, and flushing some items down a toilet. Reyes then changed his bloody 
black corduroy slacks, and a black jacket. Reyes also had cell phones that belonged to the 

decedent in his possession. 

The defendant stated that he and Reyes then went to where he was staying at the time in Langley Park, MD, and 
Se^So^pack abackpack with clothmg and personal items. The defendant said that Reyes was 
Sening him *e whole time, telling him among other things that he had a pistol, and that he would kill mm if 
he talked to anyone. 

Per the defendant, he and Reyes then got a ride to the New Carrollton Train Station, where Reyes bought : two 
tickets to New YÓrk City. They then took the train to New York, and while at the starion the defendant took the 
òppoS while Reyes was outside smoking to buy a train ttcket back to Washmgton, DC, after consulUng with 
aTsXonfidant heíeafter referred to as «W-2'\ Once back in Washington, DC, the defendant called the 
police and reported what he had observed to authonties. 

While at the Homicide Branch being interviewed, the defendant stated that he had on the same clothes that he s had 
wom on tine morning of the offense The defendant also stated that there was money from the decedent ms de of 
^ramckTSat he aid not want to touch for fear of getting his prints on same. The clothmg was volimtanly 
^££yZ SÍot, and inside of his coat pocket was recovered approximately $40.00 in cash that had 
apparent blood on it. 

A vídeo recording from 1 236 1 l th Street NW was viewed by your affiant, which shows two subjeets leaving the 
«íSaTmeStaurant at 0506 hours on November 8 th , 2010. This recording shows two subjeets that are 
L defendant and Jose Reyes. The video was also viewed by the defendant, who ***** 
htraetfand Reyes On the video, the defendant is seen pomting to somethmg on the left shoulder of his jacket 
« wtóch toeRe^es uses a cloth to wipe off the defendant' s jacket. Reyes then hand the defendant somethmg 
tlpTeu H^S^tilet^Lic^ that this was the knife used to kill the victim. Both subjeets 
appear to be laughing. ? ct -0 c

f Cellular Telephon e Site information was obtained by MPDC for tfae decedenfs, tfae defendant s and Jose 
Reves's cellular telephones. There are several calls between tfae decedent and tfae defendant eading up to when 
the decedent actually picked up tfae defendant and Reyes. The decedent' s phone hit off of cell towers m the area 
of tfae offense at 0428 hours. They also show the decedenfs phone receiving two phone calls hittmg off of cell 
towers in the New York City area m the aftemoon hours of November 8*, 201 0. Reyes' phone showed his 
location to be Washington, DC, to New York City and back to Washington, DC, then on November 9 , 201 0, 
travelling west through the United States. 

An MPDC Homicide Detective confirmed with the Immigration and Border Patrol Authorities that Jose Javier_ 
Reyes-Gomez, D.O.B., 2/24/1993, had crossed the United States Border in Las Cruces, New México mto México 
on November 12 th , 2010. 

On November 19 th 2010, W-2 was interviewed by your affiant. W-2 stated that on November 8 th , 2010 in the 
aftemoon and eveníng hours, "IT" received approximately five phone calls from the defendant. The defendant 
was whispering that there was a guy that was holding him and wouldn't let him go anywhere. The defendant sa*d 
on one Dhone call that the guy that was holding him had killed a gay guy and wanted to blame it on hm 1 ne 

tbStbc guy holding him was trying to leave the country^ W-2 told the de end ant U >go .to 
the police but was cut off when the defendant said that the guy was commg back. The defendant later called and 
said that he had gotten away from the guy, and relayed that he made it back to the LTnfant Plaza Metro Station 
n wSlT DC W-2 told the defendant to contact the police again, and an MPDC Officer was d 1S patched to 
the scene to interview the defendant and brought him to the Homicide Branch at around 2200 hours on 
November 8*, 2010. 

W-2 then heard from the defendant on November 9 th , 2010. The defendant had previously told W-2 about a man 
that used to call and leave him messages of a sexual nature. Cellular Telephone records indicate that the 
decedent had placed several phone calls ío the defendant over the previous months. ^ 

The defendant was interviewed again on November 24*, 201 0, and was asked to give a DNA sample for use in a 
companson sample for the blood recovered on the scene. The defendant comphed and submitted to swabs of 
saliva from his mouth. Present at the interview were your affiant, Det. Elba Longo, and Det Emilio Martinez. 
During the interview, I questioned the defendanfs time line on the night of the offense, and the fact that after 
interviewing the restaurant employees, none of them recalled seeing either the defendant or Reyes m the 
establishment dunng normal business hours. I also questioned the phone calls made between the decedent and 
him during the night. 

The defendant said that the decedent would pay him money to bring in new business to the restaurant on 
occasion either m cash or in food and drink, since the defendant was without employment or a permanent home. 
After the interview was concluded, the defendant spoke with Det. Martinez by phone and told him that he now 
remembered that he and Reyes were not in the restaurant during business hours. 

A third interview was conducted with the defendant on December 9 th , 2010. In this interview Detectives 
Martinez and Longo interviewed the defendant entirely in the Spanish language, whtch is the defendant s native 
laneuage Dunng the interview, the defendant stated that he was introduced to the decedent by other individuais 
from an outreach program. The defendant stated that he and others would go to the restaurant and receive money 
or food m exchange for sexual acts. The defendant said that on the night of the offense, he received a call from 
the decedent, who asked him to bring a friend to the restaurant, and made arrangements to F ck him and Reyes 
ud The decedent picked up Reyes and the defendant and brought them back to the restaurant. He said that while 
in the restaurant, the decedent performed oral sex with him and Reyes. He said that Reyes went to the 
employee's bathroom and the decedent was in the adjacent kitchen area where it was dark. He then heard the 
decedent yell, saw the decedent coming toward him and saw Reyes push him to the floor and begm, stabbmg, 
punching and kicking the decedent. 



' During the course of the investigation, it was learned through sources that the decedent had, on occasion, paid for 
sexual acts with young imraigrant males that had no other means of making money. The defendant fít this 
profile. 

On September 19 th , 201 1, the undersígned received results from the DNA Lab that indicated that the suspected 
blood recovered from the dining room area floor was from a third unknown male designated as "Male 1". The 
blood did not match either the decedent or the defendant. Additionally, "Male 1 's" DNA matched evidence 
recovered from the decedenfs vehicle driver's side door and money and clothing recovered from the defendant. 

On May 24, 201 2, the defendant was asked to submit to a polygraph examination to address the many 
inconsistencies of his previous statements. The defendant agreed to participate in the polygraph examination, 
which was conducted in Spanish with the assistance of an FBI Spanish interpreter/language specialist. At the 
beginning of the encounter, the defendant was advised that the interview and examination were voluntary and 
that he did not need to participate if he did not want to. In accordance with the FBFs protocol, the defendant was 
advised of his rights, even though he was not under arrest and not in custody. The defendant indicated that he 
understood his rights and agreed to participate in the interview and examination. During the pre-polygraph 
interview, the examiner, FBI Special Agent Paul Timko, indicated that it was important to be completely truthful 
and forthcoming about the murder of incident, even if he had lied to the police previously or withheld 
information. During the pre-polygraph interview, the defendant admitted that he had not been completely 
truthful with the police previously. The defendant then admitted that, three or four days prior to the murder, he 
and Jose Reyes had planned to rob the victim. The defendant said that he provided the knife to Reyes before they 
traveled to Izalco Restaurant on the night of the incident. The defendant said that the plan was to threaten the 
victim with the knife for the purposefll of objgjnyg money from the victim and the premises. The defendant 
indicated that had heard that the ^efâ&eint kept large sums on cash on his person and under the seat of his 
vehicle. The defendant continued to assert that it was Reyes who stabbed the victim during the robbery. The 
defendant admitted that he went through the restaurant's cash register after the murder as well as the victim's 
vehicle looking for cash to take. The defendant also admitted that he took the knife from Reyes after the murder 
and disposed of it in a trash can. 

Based on the aforementioned facts and circumstances, the undersigned believes that there is probable cause for 
an arrest warrant to be issued for the defendant, Alexander Enrique Gomez-Enamorado, H/M, 10/7/1989, and 
charge him with the offense described.
